SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATION, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a. quarter-section of available 
Dominion laud ii Manit®ka, ~askat- 
chewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in persen at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the 
District: Entry by proxy may be 
made atany Dominion Lands Agency 
(but not Sub-Agency), on ceriain con- 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A bomesteader muy live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house. is re- 

uired except where resident@ imper- 
ormed in the vicinity. 

Ih certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. 
Prices $8.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after erning horme- 
stead patent; also 50 acres extra culti- 
vation. Pre-emption patent may be 
odtained as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. 


A settler who has exhausted, his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price, 
$8 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vate 60 acres and erect «a house worth 
$300. 

The aren of cultivation is subject to |} 
reduction in case of rough, scrubby or 
stony land. Live stock muy sub 
stituted for cultivation under certain 
conditions.

Graft in Russia 
A Country Where the Grafter Works 


in Daylight 


Graft in Russia is on such a naive y 
vast scale that it becomes grotesque. 

The Russian representative of a for- 
eign shipbuilding, concern told me of 
a Dattleship which he personally de- 
signed fo: the Russian government in 
1905. The olans vere accepted, the 
steel contracted for, an army of work- 
nien asscinbled at Oljessa, and in the 
course of time it was reported that the 
battleship was ready for launching. 
The Governor of the Province person- 
aliy brokc a champagne bottle over) 
her bow, and a mont’ later she pat 
to sea on her trial trip. . Then news 
came that the battleship had sunk 
somewhere in the Black Sea. Some- 
one was suspiciotis—and an investi- 
gation was ovdered; and it developed 
that the battleship had never ‘vecen 
built at all. 

At the most serious epoch of the 
Russian retreat last summer, when 
whole divisions were annihilated b 
cause of the ‘ack of ammunition for 
their cannon, I met an Englishmen 
who had come t«. Russia three mo iths 
before with shipment of shrapnel. 
He said it was still at Archangel—be- 
cause he would not bribe the railway 
and ordnance officials to ship it tc the 


front—Jonn Reed iz the-jJuly-Metro~ 
pol’ an.

More Shell Orders for Canada 


Additional shell orders have come 
to Canada as a result of financial cred- 
its arranged by the Canadian Bank- 
ers’ Association, and further orders 
on similar lines are now in prospect. 

It is announced that the advances 
made by the Bankers’ Association to- 
tal $76,000,000, final payments having 
been made this month. ‘The credits 
were arranged last winter’ by Sir 
Thomas White, and on the strength 
of them fresh orders were immediate- 
ly placed by the War Office through 
the Imperial Munitions Board. 

All the banks responded willingly 
and gencrously. And the contracts 
which resulted have kept many indus- 
tries going after their initial under- 
takings had been executed. 

The plan has worked so successful- 
ly that it will be continued and the 
maintenance of the munitions industry

Simple Device That Prevents Break- 
ing of Eggs in a Crate 

A commercial poultry farm, which 
secured a light motor truck for haul- 
ing its products and for collectin 
eggs and poultry from the farms o 
the neighborhood, had a great deal 
ot een wita broken eggs caused by 
th ouncing of the springs of the 
truck, which jolted the crates sever- 
ly. he breakage sometimes ran as 
high as two dozen to a crate, and 
nothing that was done had any effect 
in reducing it. 

It was noticed ‘that most of the brok- 
en eggs were in the top layer, show- 
ing that it was due to this layer be- 
ing bounced up against the lid of the 
crate and that the single cardboard 
across the top did not give enough 


protection, . 
The trcuble was overcome by layiag 
several heavy newspapers across 


thé top layer of eggs and then nailing 
the lid on, using sufficient newspaper 
to fill the space between the top card- 
board, which covers the top layer of 
eggs, and the lid. This formed a sort 
of mat, which was not hard enotigh 
to break the eggs when- bounced 
against, it, and filled up the space so 
as to reduce all jolting, to a_ mini- 
mum, Breakage does not average an 
egg to a crate now. 

Excelsior mats, such ds are used in 
the bottoms of most egg cases, are 
very good for placing on -top of ‘the 
last layer of eggs before nailing on 
the lid. Eggs shipped long distances 
are always packed in this manner, 
with mats top and bottom, Such pack- 
ing not only stops jolting, but also 
prevents breakage in the top layer 
when another crate is roughly tossed 
on top. 

And speaking of rough handling, it 
might be said that a good deal of it 
is caused by the expressman’s receiv- 
ing a torn hand of finger just because 
tle shipper has been careless in letting 
a fe nail points stick out. Who can 
blame him?—J. R. K., in Country 
Gentleman, 


Gasoline Fires 

accidents and explosions of 
gasoline are usually the result of 
carelessness. Gasoline and _ things 
giving off gasoline vapors’ should 
never be brought into the same room 
with a fire, a stove containing fire, 
anything giving off sparks, where 
matches are or are likely to be light- 
ed, or where smoking is done. The 
odor of gasoline in any room is a 
danger signal—‘‘safety first.” 

Kerosene should never be put into 
the gasoline can. Kerosene in its 
own field will overflow in a dangerous 
way if the lamp or can is filled per- 
feétly full. Leave some enipty space 
at the top. An oil fire cannot be put 
out with water. Sand, earth, flour or 
meal will extinguish it if the flame is 
completely covered: When a per- 
son’s clothes take fire, wrap him in a 
carpet of blanket. Don’t run to get 
water.

Training a Grenadier 


Present War Has Brought Back the 
Close Range Fighter 


With cannon firing shells weighing 
a ton a distance of 22 miles,, there 
was little thought that in a modern 
wat men would exchange bombs at a 
distance of from 22 feet to 22 yards, 
But the present war, as is well known, 
has brought back the close range 
fighter in the form of the grenadicr 
of the First Empire without a bear- 
skin cap, the legendary plume and 
the scarlet epaulets; he is now dis- 
tinguished from the infantrymen on'y 
by a grenade embroidered in gilt on 
the sleeve of his dolman, 

The modern grenadiers are made up 
of the elite of the infantry. The most 
athletic, most sportive and most auda- 

{cious of recruits are selected for this 
service, where cool-headedness, skill 
and strength are required. They are 
trained with almost as much care as a 
prize fighter ‘preparing for a world 
championship match, They are given 
exercise for the development of the 
muscles, and are trained in grenade 
throwing when on the march, while 
lying on the ground, while knecling, 
and in all other positions in which the 
body may be placed: while the man is 
trying to protect himself, They have 


a thorough preparation in the judging | 


of distances and throwing grenades 
fiom one trench to another. After a 
| batch of men chosen for this work 
have gone through this kind of pre- 
paration, competitive trials are held 
and those only are selected who de- 
monstrate that st twenty yards they 
can hit any sort of silhouette with a 
grenade. 


—€adorna’s Strategy 


Forestalled Formidable Austrian On- 
slaught in Trentino 


A Swiss military expert who has 
been on the. Italian front since the 
entrance of Italy into the war says 
that Count Cadorna by quick action 
in the autumn of 1915 prevented an 
offensive movement of the Austrians 
in Trentino, This fact, however, was 
kept secret for strategic reasons, All 
war correspondents received orders 
not to mention what had been done. 
Early in September, 1915, the Italian 
aviators ascertained that the Aus- 
trians were bringing large reinforce- 
ments and an enormous number of 
guns to their front in the Southern 
Tyrol. From their movements it be- 
came apparent that they were about 
to strike a crushing blow, but their 
intention was not carried out. When 
they tried to begin their attacks they 
di.covered that Count Cadorna was 
prepared for¢the assault and had 
strengthened his lines with 200,000 
men and more than a thousand guns.

| Ove sends : Egg Breal 


Duma Can Criticize 
. But Does Not Rule 


Russian People Not Yet Qualified to 
Elect Representative to Govern 


H, Hamilton Fyfe, of the London 
Mail paper writes from Petrograd: 
The Duma, the Lower House, repre- 
senting the nation, is elected like our 
louse of Commons, Its proceedings 
are often lively; its criticism is pun- 
gent. But the difference between it 
and our House of Commons must be 
kept in mind by all who seek to un- 
derstand the system of ¢avernment 
in Russia, The Duma has no power. 
It can criticize, but it cannot alter. 
It can talk, but it cannot act. Minis- 
ters are very seldom drawn from the 
Duma. They are under no obligation 
to render to it an atcount of their 
stewardship, ‘They ate responsible 
not to Parliament but to the Empcror., 
The Emperor appoints them and dis- 
misses them, Parliament can oppose¢ 
their ptoceedings, but it cannot. turn 
them out. There was in the Duma a 
majority of 315 against and 107 in op- 
p sition to the government of M. Gor- 
emykin, But the majority in the 
Duma could’not drive M. Goremykin 
from office. What he dtd when he 
found their eriticism too galling was 
to suspend their sittings. 

M. Sturmur, when he was appointed 
prime minister was unknown, even by 
naine, to the mass of the Russian 
people, His name was unfamiliar to 
newspaper readers. It was scarcely 
ever mentioned. He had not been 
heard of for years. We are so accus- 
tomed to Prime Ministers who are 
leaders of parties that it is hard for 
us to realize that parties in Russia 
have little or no effect upon the 
course of—political—events:>—With—ts 
in western lands the number of men 
f-om whom a Prime Minister could 
be chosen is limited to three or four, 
and they are all men who have lived 
long in the public eye. In Russia any 
man may be selected who is consider- 
ed by the Emperor and his advisers 
suitable for the post. The choice 
falls almost always upon an official, 
one who has spent his life in the gov- 
ernment service, 

There is thus a “great gulf. fixed” 
between the Ministers who act and 
the politicians who talk. - Ministers 
have no need to consider public opin- 
ion. Politicians are not steadied by 
the knowledge that they may be call- 
ed upon to practise what they preach. 
I explained all this to an Englishman 
one day. He could not grasp it.

Russia’s Air Terror Could Easily Fly 
Across the Atlantic 


The “Sikorsky” heavier-than-air ma- 
chine is the biggest in the world, and 
belongs to Russia, Christened “Ilya 
Mourometz—after a legendary hero 
in the middle ages—it is so large in- 
deed that when in_action men creep 


‘out along the wings and harass the 


enemy with special machine rifles for 
which there are swing rests like row- 
Iccks fixed in all advantagous posi- 
tions. 

The machiue will carry 2,000 Ibs. of 
explosive shells. With a cargo of fuel, 
instead of shells, the inventor reckons 
that any of the average pilots could 
make a trip in it with comparative 
ease from Liverpool to the Belle Isle 
Straits. 

The Russian in order to minimise 
the labor of the observer as much as 
possible, has taken a leaf out of the 
photographer’s art book. .There is a 
camera which fits in sockets below 
the machine and is controlled by a 
simple mechanism of clockwork. In 
this way the aviator, flying above the 
enemy’s front, is able to take a con- 
tinuous pho.ographic record of th: 
positions lying below him. 

From these photographs intelli- 
gence officers construct, accura.e 
maps of the enemy’s line, and the 
positions of his batteries, ete. which, 
printed lithographicaliy in various 
scales are used by the Stafi, and also 
in small, large scale sections, are sent 
to commanders of battalions in the 
front line so that they may know 
exactly what lies beyond that’ waver- 
ing hedge of barbed wire which as 
often as not is as much as they can 
see of the enemy. 

This is of course done in all ar- 
mies, but the perfection with which 
it is done here is a further proof of 
th. way in which Russia has profited 
i:.stead of being broken by the strain 
of last year.

The general himself smiled °as he 
spoke; nevertheless, his manner 
subtly conveyed his realization of the 
fact that he was breaking the silence 
he had maintained so rigidly since the 
beginning ‘of the war. He received 
the correspondent while seated at a 
table in the war office, within a few 
feet of the wire which permits him, 
with the aid of maps and the con- 
stantly arriving messages, to direct 
the moves in the conflict in France, 

Fhe room is in keeping with the 
character-of—he-man,_ lt is furnished 
with such spartan simplicity that the 
table, charts and map rack are the 
only articles of furniture. 

“Our hearts were touched by the

“War is not at all bad,” Pastor 
Charles Wagner, author of “The Sitn- 
ple Life,” declared to me in the course 
of a Paris interview, December, 1914, 
says a United Press staff corres- 
po.dent, writing from Petrograd. 

And when I asked him to go on 
and explain, he said: 

“Out of this turmcil and slaughter 
a few blessing are bound to emerge, 
like lilies from the sand of a pond. 
kor one thing I see a return from a 
highly material, to a more spiritual 
form of everyday life. For another 
I believe the minds of the masses will 
be lifted by the war in a vision of big- 
ger thirigs. 

“No man can go through such an 
experience and remain the petty cre- 
ature he was at the beginning. He can 
not go back to his awl and his last 
and pick up bristle and thread just 
where he left off, ‘ 


“War hardens, but war educates; 


one y must be different afterwards: 
one must be wiser,” 
(The pastor-philosopher was not 


speaking of the soldiers of France 
alone, He included all peoples affe:t- 
ed by the war—the English, the 
French, the’ Germans, the Austrians 
and the Russians, ° 


His inference was that France will 
be a different country after the war. 
So will. Germany and England and 
Russia and all the others, 

Russia is bound to be a new Rus- 
sia. That is one of the things the 
war means to this mighty empire, It 
Western Europe will be changed 
through this Armgeddon, how much 
more so will the Europe of the East 
where the people are comparatively 
young, 

‘lhese are the things implied by 
Pastor Wagner. 


Russia, in fact, has already chang- 
ed, already started on the new road. 

fhe American coming to Russia 
expects to find things more central- 
ized than in France or England. He 
expects to see the government work- 
ing independently,. above and apart 
from the people because in the past 


dj|the government has played the part 


of the parent looking after the needs 
of the child, or the people. To his 
surprise he observes nothing of the 


kind. He finds the Russiau people 
working for and with the govern- 
ment, 


He discovers two great armies in 
the land, one in uniform, under arms, 
fighting, The other in. plain clothes, 
or overalls, at bench and lathe, work- 
ing. The government’s agent, the 
general staff, commands both and co-. 
ordinates their efforts. 

Through their All-Russian Zemstvo 
Union, their All-Russian Municipality 
Union, their Central Committee, their 
Wae-dmdustry Committees, their Co- 
operative” sociéties” and ‘kindred-or- 
ganizations, Russian plain people and 
Kussiat xeutry are working hand m 
hand, collaborating with the govern- 
iment and army for the good of the 
country at large and for victory. 

Never before. have the _ people 
shown such an eagerness to do pub- 
lic service and never before have they 
displayed such an aptitude for it. 

No one here makes any secret of 
these things. I have talked to many 
people high and low and the facts 
which I have attempted to set down 
in this series of articles are recog- 
nized as showing the new trend in

How the Ironsides in the Time of 
Cromwell Returned to Peace 


In connetion with the: position of 
soldiers after the war, it is inter- 
esting to read Macaulay’s tribute to 
the old soldiers who fought under 
Oliver Cromwell: “The troops are 
now disbanded, Fifty thousand men 
accustomed to the profession of 
arms, were at once thrown on the 
world; and experience seemed to war- 
rant the belief that this change would 
produce misery and crime, that the 
discharged veterans would be 
begging in every street, or that they 
would . driven by hunger to pillage. 
But no sach result followed: In a few 
months there remained not a trace 
\that the most formidable army in the 


world had been absorbed into the 
ways of the community, The Royal-

Within two 
minutes we wére down almost on a 
level with the Hun, and I got ready 
my front machine gun, sighted it, and 
waited while my pilot had turned 
again to come up in the rear of the 
enemy machine, Having the faster 
machine, we soon came up with him, 
dnd when’ within 300 yards to the 
tight and rear of the Hun 1 let go a 
whole drum of ammunitiori at him, 
I had scarcely finished firing when 
down he-went like a stone, 

“As soon as possible 1 changed my 
empty drum for a full one, and while 
he was still dropping I gave him an- 
other dose of physic to help him 
down. I'then had a jam in the breech 
of my gun, and had some trouble in 
clearing it. By the time I got it clear- 
ed my pilot had turned and we were 
heading for home. This was the wise- 
est thing to do, as we had then been 
in the air for over two- and a half 
hours and our patrol supply was ect- 
ting very low.

His analysis has 
been -confirmed._by Dr. Hanley, of 
the Leeds University. 

In fact the figures showed that the 
dried matter of the original stalk 
was as rich in potash as kainit. Ac- | 
cording to his analysis a ton of | 
banana stalks would yield 188 pounds | 
of dried matter containing 13.7 per 
cent of potash, or 54 pounds of asn 
containing 47.5 per cent, of potash or 
25 pounds of pure potash. ‘This offers 
a. important addition to the source 
of the article, as the plant can be 
grown in German East Africa in enor- 
mous quantities. 

When the Allies take over that 
colony they may find more than one 
gold mine—they may find a weapon 
that will bring Germany to reason in 
financial affairs.

Indies, Fiji, Bermuda, Rhodesia, Mal- 
ta, Egypt, Ceylon and many other 
parts of His Majesty's Dominions.
